NEW MINIMUM WAGE RATES FOR 
TUNA CANNERY WORKS IN 
PUERTO RICO ANNOUNC ED: 

A new minimum wage rate of $1.25 p r 
hour for the tuna-canning industry in Pu r­
to Rico, will become effective 1 ovember 3, 
1963. The new rate was announc d on March 23, 
1963, by the U. S. Labor D partment's \ a 
and Hour and Public Contracts Divlslons. 
The current minimum wage for tuna can­
nery workers in Puerto Rico, is 1.15 p r 
hour. 

The new rate reflects the lO-pcrc nt au­
tomatic increase for industries in Pu rto 
Rico, prescribed by the 1961 amendments 0 

the Fair Labor Standards ct. The amend ­
ments provide that employers in Pu r 0 Rico 
can apply to the Se cretary of I abor for ap­
pointment of a reVlew committ to recom­
mend minimum wage rates to be paid in heu 
of the rates resulting from th lO-percen 
statutory increase. Such applicatIons mu t 
be filed with the Secretary of Labor be \... n 
July 6, and September 4. 1963.
